IN SENATE. # 

Friday, Ff.b. 26. 

The Senate was opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Water mas. 

Rrports from Standing Committees. 

Mr. PEYTON, from committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported a bill from H. R. concerning the town of 
Glasgow; passed. 

Mr. F(JX, from committee on Education, reported 
the following bills from H. R. which were passed: 

A bill to incorporate the Paintsville Library So- 
ciety. 

A bill for the benefit of the Common Schools of 
Cumberland county. 

A bill to incorporate the Union Seminary, in Ow- 
en county. 

A bill to remodel and establish permanently the 
system of Common Schools in this Commonwealth, 
with the opinion that it ought not to pass. The bill 
was rejected. 

Also — a joint resolution from II. R. complimenta- 
ry to R. T. Dillard, Superintendent of Public In- 
struction; adopted. 

Mr. HEADY, from committee on Military Affairs, 
made a report in response to a resolution of inquiry, 
accompanied by a bill providing an office for the Ad- 
jutant and Quarter Master General; passed. 

Mr. MEH I WETHER, from H. R. had leave to 
withdraw disagreement of the H. R to a bill for 
the benefit of Robt. Triplett. &c. 

Mr. HEADY, from committee on Military Affairs, 
asked to be discharged from the consideration of a 
petition of Ohio county, praying the passage of a 
law increasing the number of musters. Committee 
discharged. 

Also— reported a bill from II. R. for the benefit 
of the Jessamine Cavalry, with an amendment; con- 
curred in, and bill passed. 

Also — a resolution, rejecting the nomination of 
Jeremiah Powers, to be Colonel of the 12th Regi- 
ment, Kentucky Militia; adopted. 

Also — a resolution, rejecting the nomination of B. 
F. M< Kisson. to be Colonel of the 24th Regiment, 
Kentucky Militia; adopted. 

Also — a bill from II. R. for the benefit of the Lex- 
ington Rifles; passed. 

Mr. HELM, from committee on Sinking Fund, 
reported a bill frjm H. R. to amend the act reducing 
into one the several acts incorporating the Frank- 
fort. Ver>ai lies and Lexington Turnpike Company, 
with an amendment. The bill authorizes the erec- 
tion of a toll gate w ithin a quarter of a mile of the 
town of Frankfort. The amendment provides that 
the company shall not have such authority until af- 
ter the next election of President and Directors, and 
not then, if the Railroad lessees, or the town of 
Frankfort will pay to said company, fifty dollars 
semi-annually, towards keeping the road in repair 

Mr. THORNTON offered a substitute, providing 
that the question as to the amount to be paid to the 
Turnpike company, should be referred to referees, 
and if the lessees should pay the amount thus deci- 
ded, then the gate should not be removed from its 
present location. 

Mr. THORNTON, Mr. BUTLER and Mr. J. 
SPEED SMITH argued in favor of the substitute. 

Mr. HELM urged the adoption of the committee’s 
amendment. 

Mr. FOX opposed the original bill, amendment 
and substitute. 

Mr. RUSSELL moved to lay the bill and amend- 
ments on the table. 

Upon thi« motion, the vote stood — veas 10, navs 

21 . 

So the Senate refused to lay the billon the table. 

The vote on the substitute stood — yeas 13, nays 
16. 

So the substitute was rejected. 

The amendment offered by the committee, was 
then adopted. 

The till as amended, was ordered to a third read- 
ing. by a vote of 22 to 8. 

The Senate refused to dispense with the third 
reading of the bill. 

31r. HELM, from 6ume committee, reported a bill 
from II. K. directing the agents of the States, di- 
rected and empowered by Second Auditor, to sell 
the lauds forfeited for the noD-payment of tax, with 
an amt admen:; concurred in, ami bill as amended, 
passed. 

Mr. SLAUGHTER from committee on Agricul- 
ture and Manufactures, reported a bill to promote 
the growth and manufacture of silk; passed. 

Also— a bill to protect sheep from dogs, with a 
substitute. 

On motion of Mr. HARRIS, the bill and substi- 
tute were laid on the table. 

Also — a bill to appoint a State Geologist. 

Mr. H EADY moved to Jay the bill on the table. 

The Senate relused to lay the bill on the table. — 
Yeas 9, says 25. 

The bill was then passed into the orders of the 

day. 

Mr. WILLI AMS, from committee on Federal Re- 
lations, reported the following resolutions froinH. R: 

Whereas, a war exists between the United States 
and Mexico: therefore.

The law of Congress authorizing the President to 
appoint the General officers of the militia, was re- 
ferred to. This was a question of power between 
the Federal Government and the different States. — j 
He was on the side of the States, believing it the 1 
province of the States to appoint the general offi- j 
cers of their own militia. 

The SPEAKER pointed out some of the incon- ;

general offices by the President. 

Owing to this usurpation of power by Congress; j 
the Kentucky troops left home without chaplains, | 
without surgeons, without quartermasters, without ! 
commissaries, and without any proper provisions for I 
their comfort and convenience. 

After speaking at some length upon the topics 1 
connected with this subject, the Speaker offered res- 
olutions as a substitute for those reported by the : 
committee. 

He concurred with the President in his view of 1 
this subject, and read a circular addressed to an ap- 
plicant for an appointment in the militia, in which 1 
the President declares that he has no power to ap- , 
point officers over the militia. This was the opin- i 
ion of the President, but by a law' of Congress, he ' 
was authorized to appoint such officers.

REMARKS OF 31 R. HOBBS, 

(OF JEFFERSON,) 

In the House of Representatives, in committee of the whole, up- 
on the preamble and resolutions in relation Vo the W ar with 
Mexico. 

Mr Chairman: — On yesterday, when I withdrew 
my motion that the committee should rise, it was 
purely through courtesy to my w orthy colleague, 
(Mr. Meriwether,) who expressed a desire to offer 
some remarks to this committee, on the pending res- 
olutions. I then stated, tiiat I feared another day 
would be consumed, in needless and unprofitable 
discussion — in which apprehensions I have not been 
disappointed. 

When I first obtained the floor, it was with no in- 
tention of making extended remarks on the resolu- 
tions now under the consideration of the committee, 
but only to have offered, both to the advocates of 
the resolutions, (as reported by the gentleman from 
Kenton, Mr. Stevenson.) and the substitute offered by 
the Honorable Chairman of the committee on Federal 
Relations, a few plain reasons why the protracted 
debate now going on, was only calculated to con- 
sume our time, without effecting any possible good 
or change on this floor. For most certain it is, that 
neither the remarks already made, or those which 
I may now offer, will affect the vote of a single mem- 
ber of this committee. But, as gentlemen on both 
sides, (and especially some of those in the opposi- 
tion,) have indulged in considerable latitude in their 
remarks, I trust a similar indulgence will be extend- 
ed to me, while in a hasty and desultory manner, I 
explain the position which I have occupied, upon 
the great questions on which these resolutions are 
based. 

3Ir. Chairman: when the question of annexation 
was presented to the people in the summer ot 1844. 
and made one of the great issues ot the canvass. I 
was a candidate in my county for a seat in this 
Hall, as one of the representatives of the people — 
and then promptly took a definite and unequivocal 
position on the question — not as a partizan, for my 
position was taken, and publically expressed, before 
any prominent member of my party had been heard 
from bv me. I opposed the proposition, because I 
believed, if consummated, it was fraught with evils 
incalculable, in their extent andcharater, to the best 
interests, if not the permanancy, ot the institutions 
of my country. Believing that, from the relations 
we sustained to 3Iexico, and she being a neighbor- 
ing, in fact, adjacent republic, and vve the much 
stronger power, it would subject us to unjust impu- 
tations from the various nations of the whole world; 
and I looked upon it as impolitic in every respect, 
and utterly opposed to the policy pursued by the 
wisest and best administrations ot our government. 
And besides this, Mr Chairman, even had there been 
no obstacle to this annexation, i w as opposed to the 
further extension of our territory, reaching, as it 
then did, from the Atlantic ocean on the east, for 
nearly three thousand miles tow ards the setting sup, 
until it kissed the w aters of the great Pacific, and 
from the 49th parallel, in the frozen regions of the 
north, tor thousands of miles south, quite or Pearly 
into the tropic — a country intersected in every di- 
rection by lakes and rivers, surpassing any in the 
known world for their beauty, their extent, and their 
great commercial facilities — a country’ abounding in 
every variety of soil and of climate, and fitted to 
the production of almost every description ot pro- 
duct, that man, with his multiplied wants, could de- 
sire — a country susceptible oi the densest popula- 
tion, and already so extensive, that for years the cry 
of sectional jealousy has been heard from one end of 
the Union tothe other. W hat reason, then, for the ex- 
tension of a country already so extensive, and abound- 
ing in every natural advantage, which earth, air and 
water, in all their varied combinations could afford, 
and containing, already, millions on millions ot acres 
of wild uncultivated, though fertile lands!

■“We have some very important news from Chi- 
heakuu which is .-generally credited by the officers 
of the army, and which, if true, reflects another 
victory upon our arris. A commercial house in this 
city, which has a branch in Chihuahua, received a 
letter from their agent there under a very late date, 
ststing that as an American force from ISanta Fe, a 
part of Gen. Kearney’s command, had show’ed them- 
sefoes near Chihuahua, and were immediately at- 
tached by a superior Mexican force. A long and 
sa*gw»nary battle was iouglit, in which the slaugter 
on &>oth sides is said to be very great, surpassing, 
acrxsr-ding to numbers, any that has yet been fought. 
Uk-ttiately the Americans were victorious, aud they 
e®7.»ved the town, and placing our flag in place of 
the Mexican, in the principle square, proclaimed the 
town to be taken in the name of the United States ! 
of America ! The letter particularly stated that j 
tb« men were principally Missourians, and 1 imme- { 
diitely set them down as Col. Price’s men. I must [ 
■sav that this news receives more credit here than 
aiy Mexican news that has been in circulation since i 
( I have been in this country.” 

j The Delta, thinks the news of the battle not at 
! all improbable, though the details may be exaggera- 
ted. The Mexicans who inhabit Chihuahua, are a 
brave determined and hardy race. It is supposed 
hou’ever, that the American force engaged in the 
fight, was the Regiment under Col. Doniphan, and 
i not Col. Price. 

The fine ship Ondiaka, was lost, about 30 miles 
i south of Tampico. Four companies of the Louisi- 
i ana Volunteers, were on board this fine vessel — all 
saved. It was rumored, how’ever, that the troops were 
taken prisoners by the Mexicans as soon as they 
landed. Later and no doubt more authentic intelli- 
gence says they landed safely with their arms and 
one weeks provisions, and erected at once a tempo- 
rary defence and subsequently mnrehed into Tampi- 
co. They' were in a most deplorable condition; 
wanting hats, shoes and other necessary clothing. 

The health of the troops at Tampico is generally 
excellent, very little sickness and none of a dan- 
gerous character.
